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Your  Excellency  and  the  Members  of  the  Board  •£  Trustees j 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  my 
first  report  on  the  condition  of  the  college. 

As  this  is  written,  I  have  served  as  President  for  one  year 
and  a  half.  This  has  been  for  me  a  period  •f  challenge  and  discovery. 
The  challenge  of  administration  in  American  higher  education  is  espe- 
cially great  today  when  we  have  more  than  I8OO  institutions,  with  en- 
rollments exceeding  3,OCX),000,  The  necessity  for  retaining  and  streng- 
thening private  and,  in  our  own  case,  Catholic  education  on  the 
collegiate  level  is  of  parainount  importance  in  our  State.  The  emphasis 
on  the  State  University  and  Community  Colleges,  the  successful  passage 
of  the  $2,500,000  bond  issue  to  be  used  for  public  educational  needs, 
and  the  recently  publicized  controversial  Blegen  report  have  focused 
attention  on  the  conviction  of  many  educators  in  favor  of  greater  stress 
•n  publicly  supported  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  New  York  State, 
Their  attitude  is  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  a  false  assumption  that 
private  education  is  much  costlier  than  public  education.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Non-Tax  Supported  Institutions,  Chancellor 
Furnas  of  Buffalo  University  asked  that  the  educational  costs  for  higher 
education  sustained  by  the  State  be  publicized.  Faced  with  these  ques- 
tioning attitudes  concerning  the  role  of  higher  education  under  private 
auspices,  I  have  an  obligation  to  examine  objectively  what  is  being  pro- 
jected and  achieved  in  this  institution.  Herein  lies  the  challenge  of 
this  year  and  a  half. 

I  have  observed  that  this  period  has  also  been  one  of  discovery. 
During  these  months  I  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  high  level 
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of  academic  excellence  an  the  part  of  faculty  and  students  which  has 
been  fostered  under  the  gxii dance,  stimulation  and  inspiration  of 
>fonsignor  William  T,  Dillon,  former  President,  and  Monsignor  Francis  X. 
FitzGibbon,  former  Dean.  I  have  also  discovered  a  staff  of  willing  and 
energetic  colleagues  whose  devotion  to  the  ideals  of  this  institution  is 
evident.  The  interest  and  lojralty  of  the  Alumnae  and  the  generally  en- 
thusiastic support  of  the  Undergraduates  constituted  another  facet  of 
my  discovery. 

As  a  Catholic  liberal  arts  college,  St,  Joseph's  opens  its 
doors  to  any  student  who  has  met  the  prescribed  requirements  for  admis- 
sion. The  only  limitation  on  the  number  of  qualified  applicants  to  be 
admitted  is  the  adequacy  of  physical  facilities.  We  are  endeavoring  to 
maintain  the  highest  possible  standards  of  facility  scholarship  and  under- 
graduate study.  We  believe  that  this  is  particularly  important  during 
these  days  of  increasing  enrollments  when  there  is  the  possibility  that 
quality  of  instruction  might  be  sacrificed  for  quantity  of  students. 

The  members  of  this  Faculty  are   aware  of  their  obligation  to 
serve,  in  any  appropriate  manner,  the  needs  of  our  diocese  and  of  this 
local  community.  Hence  they  have  addressed  many  religious,  social  and 
professional  groups.  In  this  connection  I  would  note  the  oontribution 
of  two  members  of  our  staff  who  participated  in  the  WRCA  television 
program,  The  Fourth  "R",  during  1956  and  19^7.  The  College  has  also 
placed  its  physical  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  diocesan  organizations. 
In  addition,  the  courses  offered  under  the  Adult  Education  ft-ogram  have 
as  a  specific  objective  -  to  provide  a  means  of  cid-tural,  educational  and 
religious  enrichment  for  the  people  in  the  community  who  avail  themselves 
of  our  offerings. 
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Cognizant  of  the  value  and  necessity  of  a  close  relationship 
between  the  College  and  the  Aliuraiae  Association,  I  have  tried  to  transmit 
to  the  Alumnae  a  knowledge  of  our  educational  goals,  ovir  progress  in 
plant  improvement  and  our  need  of  their  continuing  moral  and  financial 
support.  At  a  supper  meeting  early  in  ^fe.y  of  1957  I  reported  to  the 
Alumnae  informally  on  the  work  of  the  first  year  of  this  administration. 
Twice  during  this  semester  I  have  discussed  College  efforts — first  with 
the  members  of  the  recently  formed  New  Jersey  Chapter  and  later  with  the 
members  of  the  Nassau  County  Chapter. 

The  full  $170,000  grant  of  the  Ford  Fovindation  has  been  re- 
ceived. According  to  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  principal  is  to  be 
held  as  endowment  and  is  to  be  invested;  the  income  on  the  investment 
is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  faculty  salaries  and/or  for 
the  professional  advancement  of  religious  members  of  the  faculty.  As  a 
result  of  the  income  realized  from  the  Ford  investment  and  of  the  in- 
crease in  tuition  rates  for  entering  Freshmen,  the  Committee  on  Tenure 
gave  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  salary  to  lay  members  of  the  faculty  for 
this  year.  The  priest  members  were  given  increments  reflective  of  their 
years  of  service  and  of  their  academic  rank. 

During  the  past  year  and  a  half  wc  have  been  concerned  with 
some  aspects  of  basic  and  essential  plant  repair  and  improvement.  Among 
the  projects  in  this  area  were:  repair  work  in  college  and  library 
buildings,  painting  of  most  of  the  classrooms  and  laboratories,  and 
extensive  rewiring  and  installation  of  fluorescent  lighting  fixtures, 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  I  have  been  informed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Standards  and  Recognition  of  the  American 
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Association  of  University  Women  that,  after  studying  our  application 
documents,  the  Committee  has  requested  Dr.  Lucile  Allen,  Dean  of  Chatham 
College,  to  spend  a  few  days  at  St.  Joseph's  as  an  official  visitor  for 
the  Association.  VJe  vrill  not  be  informed  of  the  Association's  "approval" 
or  "lack  of  approval"  until  June  of  this  year.  I  would  like  to  note  that 
Monsignor  Dillon,  through  his  request  to  make  formal  application  in  19^0, 
secured  a  place  for  us  on  the  A.A.U.W,  list  of  colleges  desiring  to  make 
application  for  membership  in  the  Association, 

Held  in  warm  memory  by  everyone  associated  with  St.  Joseph's 
College  is  Bishop  Thomas  E,  Molloy,  Archbishop-Bishop  of  Brooklyn,  who 
died  on  November  26,  1956.  We  acknowledge  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  him 
for  his  continued  and  tinf ailing  support  of  the  College.  We  also  pause 
to  recall  the  serious  interest  and  rich  enthusiasm  which  Mother  Jane 
Frances,  former  Mother  General  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  bore  for 
the  College.  May  we  continue  to  be  inspired  by  the  efforts  of  these  two 
devoted  benefactors  of  St,  Joseph^s  College  for  Women. 

It  is  my  happy  privilege  to  welcome  Bishop  McEntegart  as  the 
Chairman  of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  His  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the 
problems  of  Catholic  higher  education,  his  experience  as  the  Rector  of 
Catholic  University  and  his  genial  and  affable  manner  render  him  a  person 
unquestionably  well  qualified  to  serve  as  ovr   leader. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion to  our  Most  Reverend  Bishop  McEntegart,  Reverend  Mother  Immaculata 
Maria  and  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  to  the  faculty,  alumnae,  students 
and  friends  of  the  College  for  their  interest  in  St,  Joseph's  College  for 
Women,  I  would  also  like  to  note  mj  special  indebtedness  to  the  other 
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members  of  the  administration  who  have  prepared  the  following  reports.

II.  FACULTY

In  February  1957  one  priest  (Rev,  James  D'Amato,  M.S,)  was 
added  to  the  faculty  and  one  layman  resigned. 

In  September  1957  the  faculty  was  increased  to  take  oare  of 
the  greater  number  of  students.  It  numbered  5l  members:  27  Sisters  of 
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St.  Joseph  (Sister  Maria  Eucharia,  taransfeired  to  the  Catholic  University 
of  Puerto  Rico  as  Dean  of  Studies,  was  replaced  by  Sister  St,  Francis), 
5  priests,  and  1$   lay  persons.  This  was  exclusive  of  the  Health  Director, 
three  consulting^  physicians,  one  nurse  for  the  FVe-School,  and  two 
student  assistants  in  the  English  and  Speech  Departments,

During  the  past  year  and  a  half  the  Undergraduate  Association 
has  continued  to  prize  and  jealously  guard  the  long-established  tradi- 
tion of  student  government.  It  has  shown  an  increasing  sense  of 
obligation  to  accept  the  responsibilities  as  well  as  the  rights  inherent 
in  this  grant  of  power.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  arouse  the  interest 
and  the  particip.-ition  of  all  students  in  self-government.  Specifically, 
the  agenda  of  the  monthly  Uadergraduate  Association  meeting  has  been 
posted  in  advance  so  as  to  elicit  thoughtful,  informed  discussion  of  the 
various  items  of  business.  Students  have  also  been  briefed  in  the 
fundamentels  of  parliamentary  procedure  so  as  to  assure  everyone's  being 
able  to  express  her  opinion  without  being  declared  out  of  order.  Through 
the  medium  of  Topaz,  candidates  for  Undergraduate  Association  offices 
have  been  able  to  express  their  opinions  of  the  character  and  functions 
of  the  offices  for  which  they  have  been  nominated,  thus  enabling  the 
student  electorate  to  better  judge  them  on  the  basis  of  fitness  for 
office.  One  Student  Government  Seminar  has  been  sponsored  to  date  by 
the  President  and  Council;  others  have  been  planned.  These  are,  in 
student  parlance,  informal  "buzz  sessions"  designed  to  appraise  the 
strengths,  weaknesses,  and  concrete  problems  of  student  government  in 
action  with  a  view  to  improvement  and  solution. 

New  machinery'-  of  government  has  been  devised  in  order  to 
promote  efficiency.  The  Inter-Club  Council,  set  up  in  1955  for  the 
piirpose  of  giving  equal  representation  to  all  activities  without  over- 
loading the  Council,  has  in  the  past  six  months,  by  regular  meetings. 
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coordinated  and  resolved  inter-club  problemB.  For  example,  it  has  de- 
vised a  club  meeting  schedule  which  has  overcome  most  of  the  conflicts 
in  the  use  of  facilities.  A  Handbook  Committee  has  been  working  assidu- 
ously on  Student  Handbook  revision.  A  Constitutional  Committee  has 
been  set  up  to  study  the  Constitution  and  report  to  the  Undergraduate 
Association,  in  March  any  proposals  they  may  deem  necessary  for  bringing 
the  Constitution  up  to  date.  An  NFCCS  Campus  Board  has  been  established 
to  act  as  a  clearing  house  of  information  on  intercollegiate  activities, 
especially  those  of  the  New  York -New  Jersey  Region  of  the  National 
Federation  of  Catholic  College  Students.  Council  has  created  several 
sub-committees  for  the  better  ordering  of  its  responsibilities:  a 
Secretarial  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Administrative  Details,  a  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  and  a  Committee  on  Social  and  Cultural  Affairs. 

During  this  period,  also.  Modern  Dance  and  Topaz  have  been 
accepted  as  incorporated  activities  by  the  Undergraduate  Association. 
The  Attendance  and  Exam  Committees*  by-laws  have  been  revised  for 
greater  efficiency  in  the  execution  of  both  functions.  An  NFCCS-NSA 
Orientation  Program  has  been  initiated  to  acquaint  all  of  the  students 
with  the  work  of  each  organization,  and  the  custom  of  having  the  college's 
official  delegates  to  the  annual  congress  of  each  organization  report 
thereon  to  the  whole  student  body  has  been  started.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBR'VRIAN 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the 
academic  year  June  1956  to  June  1957. 

General  Picture 
Clientele ; 

Among  the  users  of  the  library  were  thirty-six  faculty  members, 
eight  administrators,  Ii03  tinder  graduates  and  an  unestimated  number  of 
diocesan  priests,  sisters  teaching  in  the  local  elementary  and  secondary 
schools,  alumnae,  and  a  few  persons  engaged  in  higher  studies  at  metro- 
politan universities. 

Library  Collection 

As  of  June  1957,  the  book  stock  of  the  library  consisted  of 
liO,309  volumes,  of  which  1,059  volumes  had  been  added  during  the  previous 
year.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  first  time,  the  collection 
had  actually  attained  to  the  minimum  size  recommended  by  the  American 
Library  Association  for  liberal  arts  colleges,  namely,  li0,000  volumes. 

Some  notable  gifts  were  received  d'uring  the  previous  yeair: 
from  the  Old  Dominion  Foundation,  fl*om  Bishop  Carberry  and  from  Monsignor 
F,  X.  FitzGibbon.  The  first  gift  was  a  5U-volume  set,  valued  at  $250, 
entitled  Great  Books  of  the  Western  World.  It  contains  the  much- 
publicized  Syntopicon  of  great  ideas  compiled  by  Mortimer  Adler. 

Serials 

The  librarj"-  subscribed  to,  or  received  as  gifts,  313  magazines, 
newspapers  and  other  serials  during  the  year  which  is  being  reported. 
The  national  median  for  small  colleges  is  298  current  subscriptions. 
The  significance  of  this  number  of  serials  is  evident  when  it  is  recalled 
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that  in  a  survey  made  by  Mr.  Willging  of  holdings  of  Catholic  universities 
and  colleges  he  observed  that  if  a  single  norm  for  measuring  library 
adequacy  were  selected  the  kind  and  namber  of  current  periodicals  acquired 
by  a  given  library  would  be  the  best  single  norm. 

That  our  periodical  list  is  a  carefully  selected  one  is  in- 
dicated by  the  fact  that  each  title  was  selected  by  our  faculty  members 
from  a  list  which  staff  members  had  compiled  from  several  recommended 
listings.  Secondly,  a  check  of  a  list  received  this  fall  from  Catholic 
University,  consisting  of  Catholic  magazines  indexed  in  the  Catholic 
Periodical  Index  or  listed  in  bibliographies  sponsored  by  the  Catholic 
Library  Association  revealed  that  St.  Joseph's  subscribes  to  or  receives 
as  a  gift  73%   of  the  titles  listed,  i.e.  58  magazines  out  of  a  total  of 
79  Catholic  magazines  of  superior  quality. 

Operating  Expenses 

The  library  spent  $ii,U66.58,  of  which  $3,171.80  was  allotted 
to  the  acquisition  of  books  and  related  materials  such  as  magazines, 
expensive  services,  e.g.  Facts  on  File,  long-playing  records,  film  strips, 
and  microfilm.  Though  approximately  half  of  the  library's  collection  of 
magazines  is  bound  at  home  by  staff  members  and  student  assistants,  the 
cost  of  binding  books  and  periodicals  professionally  came  to  $l;21,60  this 
year.  The  remainder  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  library,  $1,29U.78, 
was  used  for  the  following  purposes:  equipment.  Library  of  Congress 
cards,  supplies,  including  materials  for  home  binding,  and  membership  dues 
in  library  associations. 

Since  all  members  of  the  staff  other  than  student  assistants 
donate  their  services  as  religious  to  the  College,  the  budget  does  not 
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usually  include  salary  costs.  For  the  purpose  of  applying  for  grants, 
however,  it  is  necessary  to  estimate  the  v'luc  of  the  services  rendered. 
The  total  operating  -expenses  of  the  library/-,  cherefore,  including  the 
estimated  donated  services  of  the  three  staff  meirbers  was  found  to  be 
$l6,8Ii5,U9,  or  5.6  per  cent  of  the  total  institutional  expenditures. 
This  figure  compares  favorably  with  the  median  per  cent  for  the  nation's 
small  liberal  arts  colleges  (i.e.,  h.3  per  cent)  and  with  the  American 
Library  Association's  recommendation  that  at  least  h   per  cent  of  the 
funds  available  in  an  institution  for  educational  and  general  purposes 
should  be  allotted  to  the  library. 

Staff 

In  addition  to  three  full-time,  professionally  trained  librar- 
ians, student  assistants  worked  700  hours  last  year  and  thus  left  the 
professional  staff  freer  to  pursue  professional  rather  than  clerical 
activities.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  library  that  all  professional  staff 
members  devote  some  time  each  day  to  the  public  seirvrices  of  circulation, 
reference,  and  readers'  guidance.  In  addition,  each  staff  member  has  a 
major  responsibility  for  one  of  the  technical  services  of  the  librarj"^, 
e.g.  acquisitions,  cataloging,  serials. 

Staff  members  have  served  on  the  following  committees  of  the 
college;  curriculvm,  guidance,  and  the  college  catalogue.  They  also 
teach  part   of  the  orientation  course  required  of  all  freshmen, 

Extramtural  activities  of  the  staff  have  taken  the  form  of 
chairing  meetings  or  committees  of  the  professional  library  organizations 
to  which  the  staff  belong,  the  editing  and  mailing  of  the  alumnae  news 
bulletin,  Alumnagram,  teaching  of  professional  cotirses  in  a  local 
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university,  the  compiling  of  a  union  list  of  the  Catholic  periodical 

holdings  of  Catholic  college  libraries  within  commuting  distance  of  New 

York  City  and  the  sponsoring  of  the  New  York  Times'  Children's  Literature 

Exhibit  to  which  teachers  and  parents  of  the  community  were  invited. 

Forthcoming  Projects 

Two  projects  which  will  be  reported  in  more  detail  in  next 

year's  report  are  1)  the  compilation  of  a  bibliography  of  best  books 

which  have  been  selected  by  the  Faculty  and  which  will  be  distributed 

to  the  undergraduates  during  the  first  annual  National  library  Week  in 

March  1958,  and  2)  the  collecting  and  shipping  of  several  hundred  books 

to  Asian  libraries  in  cooperation  with  National  Mission  Secretariate  and 

the  Catholic  Library  Association,

In  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  administrative  officers  of 
St.  Joseph's  College  for  Women  preparatory  to  the  writing  of  this 
report  of  the  past  academic  year  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  I  have 
been  impressed  by  the  responsibility  which  is  ours  in  this  field 
of  Catholic  Higher  Education.   Father  Laurence  J.  McGinley,  S.J., 
President  of  Fordham  University,  in  an  address,  Higher  Education  in 
New  York  State ,  given  at  St.  John's  University  on  November  6,  1958 

noted: 

As  of  last  June,  there  were  162  colleges  and 
universities  in  this  State.   Four  of  these  were  mu- 
nicipal colleges  of  New  York  City,  eleven  community 
colleges,  twenty-eight  colleges  of  the  State  University 
and  one  hundred  and  nineteen  non-tax  supported  colleges 
and  universities,  including  forty-six  under  Catholic 
auspices.   Administrators  and  faculty  of  these  colleges 
and  universities  numbered  33,000.   About  50,000  degrees 
were  conferred  and  student  enrollment  totaled  nearly 
365,000. 

As  one  of  these  162  institutions  of  higher  learning,  we 
face  serious  decisions  as  we  strive  to  maintain  the  high  academic 
quality  of  our  College  life  and  yet  do  our  proportionate  share  to 
solve  the  problem  of  increased  college  enrollment.   As  one  of  the 
forty-six  institutions  under  Catholic  auspices,  we  have  additional 
obligations  to  the  Church  and  the  diocese  which  must  be  discharged. 

We  are  located  in  a  community  and  diocese  where  there  is 
evident  a  deep  respect  for  learning  and  Christian  culture.   The 
number  and  variety  of  secular  and  religious  press  releases  spelling 
out  our  efforts  to  provide  a  balanced  Catholic  education  rooted  in 
profound  scientific,  cultural,  philosophical  and  religious  truths 
attest  to  the  fact  that  the  objectives  of  this  institution  are  of 
interest  to  the  residents  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens. 


ENROLLMENT 
Our  present  student  body  numbers  458.   There  are  122  students  in  the 
entrance  class  of  September,  1958.   One  hundred  eight  of  these  students  are 
from  Catholic  high  schools.   Bishop  McDonnell  leads  with  twenty-nine  entrants 
with  St.  Brendan's  following  up  with  twenty  students.   Of  the  fourteen  entrants 
from  public  high  schools  three  are  from  Bay  Ridge  High  School.   The  class  average 
of  the  group  is  86.37..   The  high  school  average  distribution  is  as  follows:

Twenty-four  of  these  students  are  holders  of  scholarships.   Nine  of  the 
students  in  this  class  have  both  parents  college  graduates  while  the  fathers 
of  ten  others  are  college  graduates  and  the  mothers  of  five  are  college 
graduates . 

There  were  thirty-three  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  enrolled  in  two  courses  in 
the  Summer  Division  of  the  College  and  sixty-seven  are  presently  enrolled  in 
courses  in  the  Saturday  Division. 


DEGREES  CONFERRED 
At  the  Commencement  Exercises  in  June,  1958  degrees  were  conferred 
upon  sixty-five  young  women.   It  is  significant  that  the  entrance  class 
average  of  this  group  was  83.13%  and  that  the  class  average  at  graduation 
was  82.547,,.   Twenty-seven  of  these  graduates,  which  is  approximately  kl°U   of 
the  class,  are  now  in  Graduate  School.   Six  of  the  graduates  won  a  total  of 
24  fellowships,  scholarships  and  assistantships .   Included  among  these  awards 
were  a  National  Science  Foundation  Fellowship  and  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship. 

FACULTY 
In  September,  1958  the  faculty  was  increased  by  one  laywoman  and  two 
laymen,  bringing  the  total  faculty  to  53  persons.   These  include  27  Sisters, 
5  priests,  8  laymen  and  13  laywomen.   New  appointees  to  the  faculty  were: 
Margarete  Hopkins,  Ph.D.,  University  of  Wisconsin,  Mathematics  Department 
Joseph  Heed,  Jr.    B.S.    U.S.  Military  Academy,   Mathematics  Department 
Walter  Halpin     M.A.    Emerson  College,         Speech  Department 
At  present,  Mr.  Heed  is  studying  at  Columbia  University  for  his  M.A.  in 
Mathematics,  and  Mr.  Halpin  is  also  at  Columbia  studying  for  his  doctorate  in 
Speech.

Reverend  Charles 
Diviney,  Regional  Chairman,  conducted  a  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Catholic  College  Teachers  of  Sacred  Doctrine 
at  St.  Joseph's  College. 

Fathers  Charles  E.  Diviney  and  John  Hession  and  Sisters 
Vincent  Therese,  Margaret  Louise,  Alice  Francis  and  Leonie 
participated  in  the  Congress  of  the  Confraternity  of 
Christian  Doctrine. 


In  addition,  official  delegates  of  the  college  attended  many  national, 
state  and  local  conventions,  conferences,  meetings,  workshops  inaugural 
ceremonies  for  newly-appointed  Presidents,  and  dedications  of  academic 
facilities . 

During  the  year  Sister  Margaret  Louise  and  Dr.  Raymond  Strassburger 
were  officially  certified  as  Psychologists  by  the  State  Education  Department 
of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

CURRICULUM 

A.  New  Developments : 

1.  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  the  faculty 
voted  the  re-introduction  of  art  courses  into  the  curriculum. 
As  a  result  a  course  was  offered  in  the  Fall  semester: 

Fine  Arts  28:  Introduction  to  Modern  Art. 

A  survey  of  modern  painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture  from  the 
late  nineteenth  century  to  the  present.   Through  analysis  and 
discussion  of  representative  works  the  fundamental  principles  of 
art  will  be  studied  with  the  purpose  of  developing  aesthetic 
judgment . 

2  hours  per  week  -  1  semester  -  2  points. 

2.  On  further  recommendation  of  the  Committee  Plan  C  was  discontinued. 

3.  In  accordance  with  the  present  trend  of  introducing  programs  for 
gifted  students  the  faculty  voted  "that  for  the  required  minor  of 
18  points  the  various  departments  may  substitute  what  shall  be 
known  as  an  'enrichment  concomitant'  of  24  points,  each  department 
being  free  to  select  the  fields  from  which  this  concomitant  may  be 
chosen". 

B.  Differentiated  Programs : 

To  make  further  provision  for  the  gifted  entrants  the  following  courses 
were  introduced  in  September,  1958: 

History  110:  Source  Problems  in  European  Civilization: 

This  covers  the  same  time  period  as  the  required  History  I  but  is  more 
selective  and  intensive  with  emphasis  on  critical  evaluation  of  source 
materials . 

History  111 .  Source  Problems  in  European  Civilization  II. 


Biology  110.  General  Biology: 

Fundamental  principles  of  biology  in  the  light  of  modern  developments  I. 

Biology  111 .  General  Biology:  Continuation  of  Bio.  110 

Chemistry  110:  General  Chemistry: 

An  intensive  course  stressing  principles  of  chemistry  with  emphasis  on 
problem  work. 

Chemistry  111 :  Analytical  Chemistry: 

A  continuation  of  Chemistry  110  using  analytical  procedures  in 
laboratory. 

C.  New  Courses :  French  26.   Introduction  to  France's  Golden  Age: 
Corneille,  Racine,  Moliere.   Conducted  in  French  -  3  points. 
.§•  .§•  ^     Comparative  Religious  Institutions: 

The  origin  of  religion;  the  religions  of  today's  primitives.   2  points. 

D.  Academic  Credit  for  Religion  and  Theology: 

The  State  Education  Department  notified  us  that  courses  in  religion  and 
theology  may  be  recognized  for  academic  credit  after  July  1,  1958  provided 
they  meet  standards  comparable  to  those  maintained  in  other  courses  of 
study  offered  by  the  institutions. 

UNDERGRADUATE  ASSOCIATION 
During  the  past  year  from  January  1958  to  January  1959  the  Undergraduate 
Association  has  carried  on  its  traditional  program  of  extra-curricular  and 
co-curricular  activities,  acting  at  the  same  time  as  the  constitutional 
governing  body  in  non-academic  affairs.   In  addition,  it  has  brought  to 
completion  two  important  tasks  launched  last  year,  viz.,  revision  of  the 
Undergraduate  Association  Constitution,  and  the  reprinting  of  a  revised 
Student  Handbook.   Both  of  these  enterprises  brought  to  light  some  questions 
which  needed  rethinking.   The  process  of  re-evaluation  brought  about  the 
establishment  of  new  sanctions  for  overcutting  of  U.A. ,  G.A.,  and  class 
meetings,  the  formulation  of  a  price  ceiling  for  activity  keys,  a 


redistribution  of  Undergraduate  Treasury  funds,  and  a  discussion  of  the 
means  by  which  student  offices  may  be  more  widely  distributed  so  as  to 
prevent  monopoly.   Inspired  by  the  current  program  of  the  National  Student 
Association  a  committee  of  the  Undergraduate  Association  compiled  a  report 
on  Student  Responsibility  in  Higher  Education,  which  it  submitted  to  the 
College  President  for  consideration.   In  implementation  of  this  report  during 
the  current  semester  there  has  been  increased  student  participation  in 
Freshman  Orientation,  and  students  have  been  used  for  talks  on  college 
addressed  to  high  school  seniors. 

In  the  extra-curricular  area  the  Art  Club  was  reestablished,  and  Debate 
Club  revitalized  even  to  the  extent  of  winning  a  Marymound  College  Debate 
Tournament.   Dramatics  has  conducted  a  college  Workshop  and  the  International 
Relations  Club  won  first  prize  for  a  display  of  articles  in  international 
commerce  and  culture.   The  first  All-College  Formal  was  held  last  June  for  the 
inauguration  of  the  newly-elected  officers  of  the  Undergraduate  Association. 

The  College  was  well  represented  in  off-campus  activities  by  one  student's 
being  elected  Regional  Secretary  of  the  National  Federation  of  Catholic  College 
Students,  and  another's  being  chosen  as  Regional  Chairman  of  the  Educational 
Affairs  Committee  of  the  National  Student  Association.   The  President  of  the 
Undergraduate  Association  attended  the  National  Student's  Association's 
Conference  for  Student  Body  Presidents,  accompanied  by  the  college  newspaper 
editor  who  attended  the  NSA  Editor's  Conference. 

Individual  students  appeared  on  Father  Keller's  T.V.  program  and  another 
on  a  program  sponsored  by  St.  Francis  College.   A  group  of  visiting  Bolivian 
students  were  entertained  and  informed  by  a  visit  to  the  college  under  the 
auspices  of  the  U.  S.  State  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Student 
Association. 


Spiritually  the  students  have  greatly  profited  from  the  inauguration  of 
midday  Mass  which  is  voluntarily  attended  by  considerable  numbers  of  students 
and  faculty.   The  Religion  Committee  in  cooperation  with  the  College  installed 
a  new  sound  amplification  system  for  the  recital  of  hourly  prayers. 

ACADEMIC  ENRICHMENT 

The  ideal  location  of  St.  Joseph's  College  within  the  metropolitan  area, 
with  all  of  its  educational,  social  and  cultural  offerings,  provides  many 
opportunities  for  the  enrichment  of  course  work.   Every  effort  is  made  by 
faculty  members  to  encourage  students  to  utilize  these  advantages  and  to 
accept  them  as  a  valuable  extension  of  our  campus  life. 

The  Art  Exhibit  Room  constitutes  another  cultural  benefit  to  our  faculty, 
students,  alumnae  and  friends.   Contributions  from  the  Conrad  Hilton  Foundation, 
Mr.  Peter  Grace  and  Mrs.  St.  John  Murphy  made  possible  the  interior  renovation 
of  the  room.   The  interest,  encouragement  and  generosity  of  noted  Christian 
artists  and  the  creative  ability  of  Mr.  Armand  Jacopin,  a  member  of  our  History 
Department,  account  for  the  enthusiastic  reactions  to  the  exhibitions  by  all 
who  have  viewed  them. 

COLLEGE  ENRICHMENT  OF  THE  COMMUNITY 

The  physical  facilities  of  the  college  are  used  primarily  by  our  faculty, 
students  and  alumnae.   However,  insofar  as  facilities  have  been  available,  we 
have  been  happy  to  be  of  service  to  the  various  diocesan  groups  requesting  the 
use  of  the  building  for  religious  or  educational  functions. 

During  the  year  the  college  served  as  host  for  meetings  of  the  Modern 
Language  Teachers  of  Catholic  Colleges  in  New  York,  the  Catholic  College 
Teachers  of  Sacred  Doctrine  and  the  Metropolitan  Catholic  College  Librarians. 
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A  Symposium:  Art  and  the  Christian  Life  and  the  Aquinas  lecture,  given  by 
Frank  Sheed,  were  attended  by  alumnae  and  guests  of  the  College. 

The  Adult  Education  program  for  the  Spring  of  1958  included  courses  in 
Philosophy,  Spanish,  Music  and  Literature.   Courses  in  Philosophy,  Religion, 
French,  Speech  and  Literature  were  offered  in  the  Fall  semester. 

THE  LIBRARY 

To  provide  a  more  attractive  setting  and  to  cope  with  the  continuing 
problem  of  limited  space,  extensive  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
library.   Prior  to  the  redecorating  of  the  library,  seven  fireplaces  and  the 
large  hall  mirror  were  removed.   The  removal  of  the  mirror  and  two  of  the 
fireplaces  made  it  possible  to  install  shelving  for  approximately  900  volumes. 
There  is  some  room  for  expansion  in  five  other  rooms. 

Faced  with  limitations  of  space  and  budget  our  librarians  have  neverthe- 
less devoted  themselves  to  the  task  of  assisting  students  and  faculty  members 
to  achieve  the  educational  objectives  of  the  college. 

For  many  years  the  number  of  books  borrowed  on  a  two  week  basis  per 
student  per  year  has  been  27  loans.   The  Librarian  reports  a  slight  increase 
to  28  loans  for  this  year.   This  record  for  general  circulation  is  good  since 
studies  have  revealed  that  the  average  college  student  draws  only  twelve 
books  per  year  from  the  general  circulation.   Since  all  of  our  students  live 
at  home,  they  have  other  sources  for  general  reading  and  are  known  to  use 
them. 

APPROVAL  BY  AGENCIES 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  favorable  action  on  our  application  for 
approval  by  the  American  Association  of  University  Women.   Dr.  Lucile  Allen, 
official  visitor  for  the  Association,  was  impressed  by  our  faculty  and  the 
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members  of  the  Alumnae  whom  she  met  and  by  the  maturity  of  the  undergraduates. 
Action  has  been  taken  on  Dr,  Allen's  recommendation  that  Sister  Joan  de  Lourdes, 
Dean  of  Students,  be  provided  with  an  office  in  the  Main  Building. 

Because  of  a  change  in  certification  procedure  for  teaching  in  secondary 
schools,  we  submitted  our  program  for  Plan  B  students  to  the  State  Education 
Department.   The  program  has  been  approved  provisionally  for  one  year,  and  as 
a  consequence  our  students  will  receive,  upon  filing  for  same,  provisional 
certification  to  teach  in  secondary  schools  within  New  York  State. 

ALUMNAE 

In  an  open  letter  in  Alumnagram  I  expressed  our  gratitude  to  the  alumnae 
for  their  loyalty  and  devotedness  to  the  college.   I  indicated  the  need  we 
have  for  their  continuing  moral  and  financial  support. 

When  gifts  have  been  presented  to  the  college,  whether  by  the  Alumi\ae 
Association,  a  Chapter  of  the  Association,  one  of  the  classes  within  the 
Association  or  by  an  individual  alumna,  we  have  explained  exactly  how  the 
gifts  were  to  be  used. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  four  daughters  of  the  alumnae  attending  the 
college  on  Alumnae  Scholarships. 

The  monetary  gift  of  the  Silver  Jubilee  Class  of  1958  was  used  to  defray, 
in  part,  the  expense  incurred  in  decorating  the  students'  Recreation  Room. 
The  gift  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1939  to  the  President  was  specified 
as  a  contribution  for  the  furnishing  of  her  Office.   The  members  of  the 
Class  of  1948  presented  a  beautiful  ciborium  in  memory  of  two  of  their 
deceased  classmates.   The  newly-formed  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  sent  an 
unrestricted  gift  of  fifty  dollars.   One  member  of  the  Alumnae  presented 
$500  to  the  college  which  gift  was  matched  by  her  employer.   For  the  first 
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time  we  received  a  matching  gift  of  $500  from  the  employer  of  the  husband 
of  an  alumna.   The  First  National  City  Bank  sent  us  $660  in  recognition  of 
the  service  given  by  two  members  of  the  alumnae. 

Members  of  the  alumnae  have  been  generous  with  their  time  and  energy. 
They  have  addressed  study  clubs,  have  served  as  consultants  in  their  re- 
spective professional  fields,  have  alerted  faculty  members  and  students  to 
developments  and  trends  in  their  career  areas  and  have  interested  themselves 
personally  in  the  academic  and  professional  growth  of  the  undergraduates. 

FACULTY  SALARIES 
While  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  the  faculty  salary  structure, 
much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  matter. 

NEED  OF  INCREASED  SUPPORT 
The  college  is  faced  not  only  with  increased  costs  resulting  from 
faculty  salary  increases  but  also  with  greatly  increased  costs  of  instruc- 
tional equipment  and  supplies,  general  plant  maintenance  and  essential 
repair  work.   It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  college  will  find  increased  support 
from  its  alumnae  and  friends. 

GRATITUDE 
As  I  conclude  this  year's  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
our  Most  Reverend  Bishop  McEntegart,  Reverend  Mother  Immaculata  Maria  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  administrative  officers,  faculty, 
alumnae,  students  and  friends  of  St.  Joseph's  College  for  Women  for  their 
support  and  encouragement.  May  God  bless  our  efforts.

CURRICULUM 
During  the  year  two  new  courses  in  Fine  Arts  were  introduced. 
In  the  Spring  of  I960  a  third  will  be  offered.  These  courses,  with 
Fine  Arts  28  previously  reported,  initiated  at  the  recommendation  of 
the  Curriculum  Committee,  will  complete  the  offerings  in  Art  as  con- 
templated at  the  present  time.  The  cultural  enrichment  provided  by 


these  courses  is  further  augmented  by  the  opportunity  to  stucfy  works 
of  artistic  value  in  the  College  Gallery. 

Another  elective  coui'se  in  Music  has  been  presented  during  the 
year. 
New  Developments: 

Experimental  Course  in  Radiation  Biology. 

Since  this  is  a  new  and  significant  field  in  science  and  the 
College  does  not  have  the  trained  faculty  for  such  a  course  the  op- 
portunity to  participate  in  a  nationwide  experiment  was  welcomed. 

Mount  St.  Scholastica  College,  Kansas,  received  a  grant  from 
the  Ford  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  to  make  possible  a 
coxorse  in  radiation  biology  on  magnetic  tapes.  "The  highly  diversified 
nature  of  the  content  of  niological  radiation  research  en^Dloys  disciplines 
from  the  three  major  areas  of  biology,  chemistry,  and  physics.  By  cut- 
ting through  departmental  barriers,  a  medium  such  as  tape  can  serve  as 
an  integrating  factor... The  participating  school  is  served  ^d.thout  cost 
the  tapes,  a  script  for  each  tape  for  the  instructor,  and  the  illustra- 
tive material" . 

The  course  is  being  given  under  the  supervision  of  Biology  De- 
partment and  carries  2  credits.  The  whole  course  continues  through 
three  semesters.  At  present  there  are  twelve  students  enrolled. 
Undergraduate  Research  Training  Program 

Under  this  program  of  the  Special  Projects  in  Science  Education 
of  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  Science  Department  has  submitted 
a  proposal  in  the  field  of  organic  chemistry.  The  proposed  program  will 
begin  in  Jvily  I960  and  terminate  in  June  I96I  under  the  direction  of 
Sister  Saint  Francis,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Cheraistiy. 


Certification  of  Teachers  of  Academic  Subjects  In  High  Schools 

Approval  of  the  programs  of  preparation  of  teachers  for  academic 
subjects  in  high  school  has  been  received. 

THE  STUDECTS 
On  June  3,  1959,  degrees  were  granted  to  100  students.  In  ad- 
dition to  scholarships  and  fellovjships  won  by  the  graduates,  recognition 
for  scholarly  work  was  accorded  three  of  the  undergraduates  -  Ford  Found- 
ation Grant  for  a  Summer  Session  on  Soviet  Union  at  Ohio  State  University; 
a  Scholarship  to  Cornell  University,  School  of  Nursing;  and  a  NSF  Grant 
at  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  Research  Program  for  Undergraduates. 
Five  of  the  Seniors  have  been  nominated  for  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships.

Five  members  of  this  Freshman  Class  are  daughters  of  the  Alumnae, 
Eighteen  members  of  the  Class  hold  New  York  State  Scholarships.  (There 
are  siscty-one  students  in  the  College  benefitting  from  these  scholar- 
ships) Sixteen  students  have  applied  for  and  are  using  funds  made 
available  by  the  National  Student  Defense  Act. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  last  academic  year,  influenced  partly  by  the  Student 
Responsibility  Project  of  the  National  Students  Association,  the  Iftider- 
graduate  Association  set  up  a  Special  Committee  of  Council  to  3tu<fy  the 
students*  role  on  tliis  campus.  The  SpeciJil  Committee's  final  report, 
presented  to  members  of  the  Administration  in  May  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Faculty  during  the  summer,  emphasized  the  students'  desire  for 
closer  cooperation  between  Faculty  and  Students  in  both  academic  and 
extra-curricular  matters.  One  concrete  effect  has  been  the  monthly 
posting  of  abstracts  of  the  Student  Council  weekly-meeting  minutes  in 
the  vcirious  faculty  rooms  so  that  the  Faculty  is  kept  informed  of 
student  thinkini?  and  activity.  Another  has  been  the  establishment  of 
a  student  publicity  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  College  Public 
Relations  Office  in  publicizing  extra-curricular  activities. 

In  October  of  this  year  the  National  Federation  of  Catholic 
College  Students  sent  to  each  member  college  a  copy  of  the  new  Academic 
Program  which  the  national  organization  has  been  formulating  for  the 
last  two  years.     This  Academic  Program  is  intended  as  a  moans  of  making 
the  Catholic  college  student  aware  of  his  responsibility,  both  as  a 

student  and  as  a  future  college  graduate,  to  take  an  active  interest 


in  the  problems  of  Catholic  higher  education,  and  to  encourage  hira  to 
consider  the  possibility  of  a  career  in  higher  education.  Thus  far, 
on  this  campus,  there  has  been  sorce  discussion  of  the  program,  but  no 
implementation.  In  the  spirit  of  the  program,  however,  the  Council  and 
the  Inter-Club  Committee  of  the  Undergraduate  Association  have  had  a 
Joint  meeting  in  order  to  launch  an  evaluation  of  the  existing  clubs 
and  activities  in  the  light  of  the  over-all  educational  objectives  of 
the  College, 

The  campus  activities  and  clubs  have  been  carrying  on  their 
traditional  functions  during  the  past  year,  some  of  them  with  occasional 
distinction.  The  Science  Club,  for  example,  initiated,  in  January  19^9, 
a  one-day  Science  Institute  for  UO  selected  high  school  students  from  10 
schools.  Club  members,  in  conjunction  with  the  science  professors,  gave 
lab  demonstrations  and  allowed  the  high  school  students  to  participate 
In  the  solution  of  practical  lab  problems.  The  results  were  mutually 
beneficial  to  both  groups  of  students,  and  the  whole  project  was  so 
successful  that  it  is  being  conducted  agadn  this  ccmiing  February.  In 
addition,  the  Science  Club  has  run  a  series  of  evening  lectures  for  its 
own  membership  using  Alumnae  now  engaged  in  scientific  employment  as 
guest  lecturers.  The  Math  Club  has  followed  the  same  practice,  to  the 
great  satisfaction  of  its  membership.  Members  of  the  Science  Depart- 
ment also  took  part  in  student  forums  of  an  inter -collegiate  nature, 
reading  their  own  original  papers  on  two  occasions  and  presenting 
demonstrations . 

The  International  Relations  Club  has  sponsored  a  number  of 
lectures  for  a  college-wide  audience,  for  example:  in  March,  Rev. 
Adehmar  Paow,  O.F.M,  spoke  on  "Social  Evolution  in  the  Belgian  Congo"; 
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in  April,  Dr.  Alfonso  Tous,  Consul-General  of  Ecuador,  gave  an  il- 
lustrated talk  entitled  "Panorama  of  Latin  America")  in  October,  Dr. 
Roberto  de  Ramos  of  the  University  of  Santo  Tomas,  Manila,  gave  a 
lecture  on  "The  Political  Situation  in  the  Far  East  and  the  Role  of  the 
Church  in  Far  Eastern  Affairs";  and,  in  November,  Mr.  Jolin  Amez  of  the 
St.  Joseph's  College  Social  Science  Department  delivered  an  informal 
talk  on  "Personal  Experiences  of  a  Student  in  Yugoslavia  before  the 
Russian  Occupation".  Meanwhile,  several  members  of  the  International 
Relations  Club  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Catholic  Association 
for  International  Peace,  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  at  the  end  of  October, 
i;hile  other  members  participated  in  the  convention  of  International 
Relations  Clubs  which  was  simultaneously  being  held  in  New  York.  For 
the  second  time  the  International  Relations  Club  won  first  price  in  an 
inter-collegiate  exhibition  on  "The  Arts  in  Peace".  The  Quid  Novi 
Society  of  the  Social  Science  Department  has  likewise  held  a  number  of 
open  lectures,  the  most  recent  being  an  analysis  of  "Communism  Today". 

The  Modern  Language  Clubs  also  made  significant  contributions  to 
co-currlcular  education  by  both  lectures  and  esdiibitions.  The  Spanish 
Club,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs,  Esther  Raff alii,  set  up  a  very- 
distinguished  Pre-Columbian  Art  Exhibit,  with  art  works  and  relics 
borrowed  from  the  Museum  of  Primitive  Arts,  the  Stolper  Galleries,  and 
the  Brooklyn  Museum.  This  display  anticipated  one  on  the  same  subject 
subseqiently  set  up  at  the  Brooklyn  Museum,  at  the  preview  of  which 
three  members  of  the  Spanish  Club  were  present  by  invitation.  The 
Spanish  Club  is  preparing  a  General  Assembly  program  for  Pan-American 
Day  which  will  be  devoted  to  a  presentation  of  Latin -American  music, 
especially  the  works  of  the  late  Villa-Lobos. 
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A  few  weeks  after  the  Spanish  exhibition  the  French  Club  organized 
its  own  exhibit  on  "Medieval  France".  This  excellent  display  included 
armor  from  Robert  Abels,  picture  reproductions  from  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  and  the  Cultural  Services  Division  of  the  French  Embassy  plus 
illuminated  manuscirLpts  from  the  collection  of  Miss  Josephine  Mallia, 
under  whose  direction  the  exhibit  was  set  up.  Last  Spring  the  French 
Club  also  put  on  a  puppet  sho;^  with  their  own  home-made  puppets  who 
apparently  were  French-speaking. 

The  Child  Study  Club  has  had  a  lecture  series,  including  one  by 
Dr.  Corriero,  consulting  physician  for  the  College,  on  "First  Aid  for 
Children".  The  Club  cooperated  with  the  Department  in  organizing  an 
attractive  and  informative  exhibition  of  the  Child  Stucfy  Department's 
twenty-five  years'  existence  with  its  fruitful  consequences.  Majors  in 
the  field  are  also  helping  out  with  the  December  19th  silver  Jubilee 
celebration. 

The  Athletic  Association  profitably  broke  with  tradition  by 
scheduling  the  annual  Field  Day  activities  for  October  instead  of  May. 
The  turn-out  for  the  traditional  Faculty -Student  Softball  game  was 
greater  than  usual,  but  the  big  surprise  (for  the  students)  was  the 
fact  that  the  Faculty  won  the  game.  The  Athletic  Association  for  the 
first  time  set  up  an  exhibit  for  Parents'  Day  designed  to  shoi*  them 
the  over -all  activities  in  the  way  of  health,  sports,  and  dance  which 
their  daughters  enjoy  at  St.  Joseph's. 

The  Religion  Committee  has  carried  on  its  usual  services  under 
the  guidance  of  Father  Leonard  for  the  spiritual  enrichment  of  the 
students.  In  addition  to  the  daily  Mass  at  noon  and  the  regular  hourly 
prayer  schedule,  it  has  provided  a  Mass  of  the  Maronite  Rite,  open 
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lectures,  and  weekend  retreats  arranged  according  to  classes. 

The  students  have  on  various  occasions  rendered  service  to, 
and  sometimes  have  been  participants  in,  ciirLc  and  other  r^roups.  One 
student  read  a  short  paper  on  Columbus  at  the  Boroup;h  Hall  Columbus 
Day  celebration  sponsored  by  the  Italian -American  Society,  Students 
acted  as  hostesses  for  the  American  Speech  and  Hearing  Association 
meeting  held  at  the  Hotel  Nevj  Yorker,  Students  ushered  at  the  l-Iass 
and  served  at  the  luncheon  of  the  annual  convention  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  of  Catholic  Women,  Students  assisted  in  the  gift-collection 
and  other  aspects  of  the  Catholic  Teachers  Association  Christmas  Party 
for  the  benefit  of  Italian  orphans.  Fourteen  did  summer  catechetical 
work  for  the  Puerto  Ricans  under  the  guidance  of  Sister  Rosalia  of 
the  Mission  Helpers  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  Currently,  the  Social  Service 
Club  is  engaged  in  working  with  the  Trinitarian  Sisters  on  a  Christmas 
program  for  underprivileged  children.  Throughout  the  yesir  a  number  of 
students  have  cooperated  in  the  instructional  program  for  handicapped 
children  organized  under  the  Jeanne  Valois  Club  by  Sister  Clare  Imelda, 

Last  year  one  student,  a  recipient  of  a  Mayor's  scholarship, 
participated  in  a  reunion  of  such  recipients.  A  few  weeks  ago,  a 
nunber  of  students  spent  a  weekend  in  New  Haven  in  order  to  take  part 
in  the  Yale  "Challenge"  symposium  on  the  subject  of  Nuclear  Warfare. 

To  these  more  or  less  official  activitiss  may  be  added  the  work 
done  by  many  of  the  students,  A  checking  of  the  parochial  activities 
in  which  the  students  engage  reveal  the  folloxnng:  Sodality,  Girls' 
Scout  Troops,  Dramatic  Societies,  Confraternity  Classes,  Recreation 
Centers,  Choir,  C.Y,0.,  Legion  of  Mary,  Library  and  Bulletin.  Other 
students  give  service  in  orphanages,  as  volunteers  in  hospitals.  Red 
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Cross  and  Civil  Air  Patrol,  Some  assist  with  Missionary  Cenacle  work, 
clothing  drives  and  religious  instruction  for  the  mentally  retarded. 

In  short,  for  many  of  the  students,  extra-curricular  activities 
are  both  an  educational  and  an  apostolic  influence  on  their  total 
development,  enlarging  their  horizons,  deepening  their  sympathies,  and 
calling  into  play  their  human  and  spiritual  potentialities. 

THE  LIBRARY 

In  the  summer  of  19Ip9,  the  Association  of  College  and  Research 
Libraries,  after  several  years  of  study  and  discussion  published  a  set 
of  standards  for  college  libraries.  These  standards  which  are  to  be 
interpreted  in  accordance  with  the  aims  and  needs  of  the  college  proper 
cover  the  functions  of  the  library,  its  structure,  government,  budget, 
staff,  collections,  building,  quality  of  service  and  interlibrary  coopera- 
tion. This  report  is  an  attempt  to  indicate  as  far  as  possible  how  the 
college  library  fulfilled  its  role  during  the  past  year  as  the  'most 
important  intellectual  resource  of  the  academic  community'. 
Collections ; 

The  library  offers  the  following  resources  in  support  of  the 
educational  program  of  St.  Joseph's  College:  U2,60U  carefully  selected 
books,  of  which  a  total  of  1,56U  have  been  added  since  the  last  report. 
The  collection  was  pruned  by  the  discarding  of  227  books,  mainly  in  the 
fields  of  science,  philosophy  and  psychology.  On  the  agenda  for  the 
current  year  is  the  weeding  of  the  language  and  religion  sections  of 
the  library. 

The  library  subscribes  to  over  315  periodicals  including  news- 
papers. It  has  a  collection  of  679  phonograph  records,  90  filmstrips, 
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over  ^00  reels  of  microfiljn,  and  an  unestiraated  number  of  documents, 

maps,  pamphlets,  pictures  and  slides. 

That  there  is  room  for  in5)rovement  here  is  indicated  by  the 

followliig  statement  frcrn  the  Standards  referred  to  above: 

An  analysis  of  small  collef^e  library  statistics 
suggests  that  no  library  can  be  expected  to  give 
effective  support  to  the  instructional  program  if 
it  contains  fevrer  than  ^0,000  carefully  chosen 
volumes. 

Expenditures ; 

To  provide  for  the  steady  growth  which  the  Standards  consider 
essential,  practically  all  of  last  year's  expenditures  went  into  the 
actual  enrichment  of  the  collection.  Over  five  thousand  dollars  were 
spent  as  follotrs:  $h,$99  for  books,  periodicals  and  binding.  An  ad- 
ditional $7U3  went  toward  the  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  library, 
e.g.  supplies,  equipment,  professional  memberships,  etc. 
Building ; 

The  growth  of  the  library  has  been  purposely  slowed  down  because 
of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  library  building,  irtiich,  though  ideally 
located  in  reference  to  the  other  college  buildings,  is  overcrowded  in 
many  of  its  22  rooms.  Each  year  for  the  past  four  years,  new  shelving 
has  been  added  wherever  possible  to  the  extent  that  the  current  budget 
would  allow. 

According  to  the  Standards,  the  seating  accommodations  of  the 
Library  are  inadequate.  The  library  should  provide  for  one-third  of 
the  student  body  at  any  hour  the  library  is  open.  For  the  present 
enrollment,  this  would  mean  provision  for  15?  readers.  Actually,  the 
present  facilities  provide  for  only  90  readers  or  approximately  only 
one-fifth  of  the  student  bo<fy. 
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Library  Services: 

So  many  intangible  factors  are  involved  that  the  assessment  of 
the  quality  of  library  service  is  most  difficult.  This  is  especially 
true  in  our  library  where  practically  the  entire  collection  is  on  open 
shelves  so  that  an  accurate  record  of  the  use  of  the  library  or  the 
failure  of  the  library  to  help  is  impossible.  For  Instance,  it  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  the  reference  collection  and  the  periodicals  re- 
ceive heavy  and  continuous  use,  but,  since  these  are  not  usually  taken 
from  the  library,  no  record  is  kept  of  the  day  to  day  use.  The  fol- 
lowing services  are  worthy  of  note  even  though  the  above  is  true. 

a)  The  library  staff  serves  U71  full-time  students  and  96  part- 
time  students  as  well  as  over  fifty  members  of  the  Faculty.  In  ad- 
dition, the  staff  lends  books  to  members  of  our  Community  who  are 
matriculating  at  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  renders 
reference  and  readers'  service  occasionally  to  the  diocesan  clergy 
and  lay  people  of  the  neighborhood.  For  this  purpose  the  library  is 
open  fifty  hours  a  week  during  the  regular  college  sessions  and  ap- 
proximately twenty  hours  a  week  during  the  summer  session. 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  185D  books  were  in 
circulation:  1200  to  undergraduates,  k30   to  Faculty,  and  220  to 
students  of  the  Division  and  others.  During  the  past  year,  a  total 
of  17,OU2  books  was  borrowed  for  two  weeks  or  more,  while  p,8U7  were 
reserved  in  advance  for  use  in  the  librsiry. 

b)  A  record  of  reference  questions  ansvrered  by  the  staff  is  not 
kept  in  detail  though  some  answers  are  recorded  because  they  required 
an  extended  search  and  there  is  likelihood  that  the  same  question  may 
be  asked  again. 
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c)  Of  the  requests  for  interlibrary  loans,  25  were  obtained  mostly 
for  Faculty  menbers  since  most  institutions  still  do  not  honor  such 
requests  for  undergraduates.  These  included  research  studies,  mostly 
unpublished,  a  1526  commentary  by  Bacon throp,  an  l8th  century  edition 
of  the  Canterbury  Tales,  and  doctoral  dissertations  on  African  women. 

d)  In  addition  to  monthly  lists  of  newly  cataloged  books  and  special 
lists  during  National  Library  Week,  the  librarian  sent  individual  reports 
to  all  faculty  members  who  had  requested  books.  She  also  arranged  for 
the  borrowing  and  exhibit  of  three  book  exhibits  in  the  College's 
Exhibit  Gallery  during  the  year. 

e)  Instruction  in  the  use  of  library  tools  was  given  individually 
and  in  groups  of  fifteen  as  part  of  the  college's  orientation  program. 
Staff t 

This  service  was  rendered  by  a  staff  of  three  professional 
librarians  aided  by  fifteen  students  who  worked  approximately  five 
hours  a  week,  thereby  relieving  the  staff  of  some  of  the  inevitable 
clerical  chores  of  the  library. 

The  staff  has  membership  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  com- 
mlttes  of  the  college:  guidance,  curriculum,  catalog,  attendance, 
recommendations  for  high  school  teaching,  student  recrtiitment. 
Community  Service ; 

The  staff  members  give  library  service  to  the  alumnae  of  the 
College,  the  diocesan  clergy  and  the  teaching  Sisterhood.  In  addition, 
one  staff  member.  Sister  Clare  Imelda,  has  organized  and  supeirvised 
the  teaching  program  of  a  number  of  college  students  who  meet  approxi- 
mately five  times  a  month  for  the  prnpose  of  giving  religious  instruc- 
tion to  handicapped  children. 
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Gifts; 

Though  the  Standards  which  have  been  used  as  a  frame  of  reference 
for  this  report  do  not  include  gifts,  no  annual  report  would  be  complete 
without  mention  of  some  of  the  outstanding  gifts  received  by  the  library.

After  a  survey  of  faculty  opinion,  this  money  vjas  spent  on  the  purchase 
of  reference,  art  and  science  books, 

6.  In  addition  to  books  received  from  faculty  and  alumnae,  note- 
vjorthy  donations  were  received  from  the  estate  of  Harold  Mead  and  from 
the  office  of  the  Diocesan  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  former  gift 
consisted  of  fine  printings  of  the  classics  and  the  latter  of  cuiTent 
texts  which  considerably  enriched  the  nevjrly  organized  Curriculum  Library 
which  was  set  up  last  winter  for  the  use  of  students  vdio  plan  to  teach 
on  the  secondary  level. 

7.  Congressman  Francis  Dom  designated  St.  Joseph's  College  as  the 
institution  of  his  choice  to  receive  a  gift  of  the  nine-volume  set  of 
the  Collected  VJorks  of  Abraham  Lincoln  from  the  Lincoln  Sesquicentonnial 
Commission.

SILVER  JUBIIE5  OF  PRESCHOOL 

Twentj'--five  years  ago,  in  193U,  the  first  Catholic  college 
nursery  school  in  the  United  States  was  opened  at  St.  Joceph's  and 
correlated  with  a  major  in  psychology,  with  courses  in  nurserj'  school 
education.  Its  objective  "to  eventually  qualify  the  student  for  a 
license  as  a  nurseiy  school  teacher  in  New  York  State,  through  a  full 
Tindergraduate  major  in  nursery  school  education"  has  been  achieved 
far  and  beyond  those  modest  expectations,  A  full  time  staff  of  highly 
trained  personnel  under  Sister  Margaret  Louise,  Ph.D.,  a  certified 
Psychologist  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Child  Study  and  Director  of  the  Preschool  at  the  College,  has  provided, 
over  the  years,  hundreds  of  teachers  for  Preschool  and  Primary  Grades 
in  the  schools  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  the  State. 

On  Monday,  October  19,  a  two  week  display  of  Children's  Toys 
and  Books  was  e>iiibited  in  the  College  Art  Gallery  to  signalize  the 
completion  of  this  first  quai'ter  century  of  tremendous  development  and 
community  contribution. 

On  the  last  Sunday  of  October  children  of  the  present  Nursery 
and  Kindergarten  and  members  of  the  Staff  were  heard  over  the  Hail  Mary 
Hour  on  WVEL,  Two  months  of  Jubilee  closed  on  December  19,  Saturday, 
with  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving  offered  by  Rt.  Rev,  Msgr,  Dillon,  Past 
President  of  the  College  and  Founder  of  the  Preschool,  followed  by  a 
reception  for  all  former  members  of  the  school. 
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Over  the  years,  visitors,  observers  and  countless  students 
have  found  their  way  to  the  Preschool.  Hospital  nursing  groups  and 
individuals  and  members  of  Catholic  Charities  organizations  are 
frequently  areong  these.  The  staff,  which  includes  Sister  Margaret 
Louise,  Sister  Alice  Francis,  Sister  Leonie,  Sister  Miriam  Honora 
and  Ifl.ss  Joan  Costa  as  well  as  a  nurse  and  consulting  physicians,  is 
constantly  in  demand  for  talks  for  Communion  Breakfasts,  Mothers'  Club 
Groups  and  Parent  Teachers'  Associations. 

A  Parent  Teacher  Association  for  Parents  of  the  Preschool  is  yet 
another  facet  of  the  work  of  this  busy  Department.  Guidance  and  counsel- 
ling does  not  stop  with  the  child's  departure,  but  many  parents  and 
children  continue  to  find  their  way  to  the  staff's  gifted  and  sympathetic 
personnel  for  help  and  advice.  There  are  ncm  alumnae  of  the  Nursery 
School  who  are  alumnae  of  the  College,  or  presently  attending  St,  Joseph's 
College  in  the  role  of  undergraduate... as  there  are  many  of  the  alumnae 
who  now  send  their  children  to  the  Preschool, 

Alumnae  of  the  Child  Study  Department  are  to  be  found  as 
college  professors  in  State  and  private  institutions  from  Cali- 
fornia, through  Alabama,  to  New  York.  Among  local  colleges  and  uni- 
versities where  Child  Study  alvunnae  teach  are  Fordham,  Danbury  State 
Teachers  College,  Teachers  College,  Columbia  and  Adelphi.  Several 
of  the  Child  Study  majors  serve  as  directors  of  nursery  schools. 
Two  of  them  are  responsible  for  the  direction  of  College  Nursery 
Schools  -  one  at  Queens  College  and  the  other  at  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College.  Alumnae  serve  as  Child  Care  Consultants  for  the  New 
York  Department  of  Welfare,  Social  Workers  in  Child  Caring  Institutions, 
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teachers  at  the  Lighthouse  for  the  Blind,  and  at  P.S.  U7  -  School  for 
the  Deaf. 

COLLEGE  RELATIONS 

During  the  past  year  U85  seniors  and  juniors  from  2$   schools 
attended  a  reception  planned  for  them.  It  was,  later,  decided  that  two 
separate  receptions  be  held  during  the  '59  -  '60  year  -  one  in  the  Fall 
for  the  Seniors  (277  from  31  schools  attended)  and  the  other  to  be  held 
on  April  1st  for  the  Juniors. 

The  Leo  Honor  Society  Convocation,  addressed  by  Sister  Maria  del 
Rey  of  Marylmoll,  attracted  5U0  students. 

Thirteen  Invitations  to  participate  in  College  Days  at  Catholic 
high  schools  and  about  an  equal  number  for  public  high  schools  were 
accepted  by  faculty  members,  alumnae  and  members  of  the  Undergraduate 
Association.  Four  faculty  members  participated  in  Career  Panels  spon- 
sored by  high  schools. 

St.  Joseph's  College  for  Women  was  represented  by  Public  Relations 
Director  and  k   Seniors. at  the  Annual  College  Day  sponsored  by  Inter- 
national Federation  of  Catholic  Alumnae  and  held  at  Fordham.  Representa- 
tives of  about  50  colleges  were  present. 

In  order  to  provide  continuing  contacts  between  the  high  schools 
and  the  College,  the  Public  Relations  Director  appoints  a  faculty  mem- 
ber for  35  of  the  Catholic  high  schools.  This  faculty  member  receives 
from  Public  Relations  office  a  list  of  graduates  from  the  school  who 
are  at  present  attending  the  College.  One  or  more  of  these  may  be  asked 
to  speak  at  the  high  school.  To  date  word  has  been  received  that  four 
college  students  have  had  an  entire  General  Assembly  program  in  the 
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high  school  devoted  to  the  presentation  of  their  talk  "V/hy  a  Catholic 
College?".  College  student  representatives  are  always  carefully 
selected. 

In  an  effort  to  acquaint  the   public  with  the  educational  aspira- 
tions of  St,  Joseph's,  106  news  releases  were  issued  v/ith  approximately 
600  press  notices  resulting  in  the  newspapers  and  magazines.  Of  parti- 
cular interest  is  the  effect  of  publicity  on  the  Art  Ebdiibit.  Robert 
Rambusch's  lecture  on  the  opening  day  of  the  Desire  of  Nations  exhibit 
drew  about  350  visitors  to  the  College. 

News  of  significance  to  the  College  family  is  circulated  by 
means  of  an  Events  of  the  Week  mimeographed  bulletin. 

The  College  has  welcomed,  among  other  guests,  the  members  of 
the  Jeanne  Valois  Guild,  the  members  of  the  Catholic  Teachers  Association, 
the  members  of  the  Social  Action  Department  of  Catholic  Charities,  the 
laywomen  teachers  of  Catholic  schools,  the  members  of  the  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Society  and  the  members  of  Pratt's  Neimian  Club,

The  recently  published  Heald  Report  places  great  stress  on  the 
problems  to  be  faced  by  private  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  New  York 
State  during  the  coming  decade.     Although  it  is  true  that  the  next  decade, 
as  a  result  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  knowledge  and  the  projected  doubling 
of  student  enrollment,   will  bring  with  it  many  unique  problems,    many  in- 
stitutions face  these  challenges  even  at  the  present  time.     Among  these 
faced  by  St.    Joseph's  are  the  need  for  an  extension  of  physical  facilities, 
for  provision  for  improved  conditions  for  high  quality  teaching  and  learning 
and  for  financial  assistance  from  the  constituencies  of  the  college  as  well 
as  from  non-collegiate  sources. 

In  the  face  of  these  pressing  problems,    St.    Joseph's  College  for 
Women  has  attempted  during  the  past  year  to  make  a  positive  contribution 
through  its  work  in  higher  education  to  the  academic,    civic,    social  and 
religious  life  of  Brooklyn.      In  making  this  effort  we  were  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  value  of  true  Catholic  education  penetrates  well  beyond  the 
confines  of  any  one  Community.

The  results  have  been  encouraging  both  in  the  interest  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  students  and  in  the  work  achieved.      The  senior  participant 
who  began  her  project  during  her  junior  year  has  a  significant  and 


interesting  result  which  will  be  presented  at  the  Eastern  College 
Science  Conference  this  spring.      The  other  participants  whose  work 
is  not  as  advanced  may  also  have  papers  to  present  at  this  time. 

On  July  25,    I960,    a  related  proposal  was  submitted  to  the  National 
Science  Foundation  requesting  $8,671.    for  continued  support  of 
the  project.

LIBRARY 
At  the  end  of  any  decade,    some  stocktaking  is  needed.     As  Luther 
Evans,    one-time  librarian  of  the  Library  of  Congress,    said  in  an  annual 
report  at  the  end  of  such  an  era 
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No  institution  which  shares  to  any  degree  responsibility 
for  the  essential  activities  of  the  society  in  which  it  is 
placed  can  hope  to  escape  not  merely  the  need  for  con- 
tinuous readjustment  but  also  for  the  reviewing  at  re- 
peated intervals  its  role,    its  objectives  and  its  methods; 
for  formulating  plans  for  attacks  on  the  new  problems  which 
have  arisen  and  for  making  plans  for  renewed  attacks  upon 
old  problems  previously  left  unresolved  or  passed  over. 

In  this  report  for  the  academic  year,    June,    1959-June,    I960,    I  shall  at- 
tempt a  partial  review.     A  more  thorough  review  with  plans  for  the  future 
should  result  from  the  self-evaluation  which  has  been  initiated  for  the  en- 
tire institution. 
Growth  and  Use  of  the  Library 

The  tables  below  show  that  the  library  collection  has  developed 
slowly  but  steadily  over  the  past  ten  years  at  an  average  rate  of  1100  volumes 
per  year  with  an  annual  average  expenditure  of  $3,  825.    for  books,    current 
subscriptions  to  periodicals  and  binding.     An  average  of  125  books  has  been 
withdrawn  yearly  as  lost,    superseded  or  worn  out.

Library  growth  in  the  preceding  years,    1940-49,   was  more  rapid  due 
to  the  following  factors:   special  book  fund  for  the  library  raised  by  the  alumnae, 
principally  through  the  enthusiastic  efforts  of  our  alumna  trustee,    Mrs.    Mary 
St.    John  Murphy;  larger  staff  which  allowed  more  time  for  book  selection 
and  book  processing;  fewer  calls  on  time,    institutionally  or  professionally; 
availability  of  more  space  for  processing  and  shelving  of  books,    and  the 
presence  on  the  faculty  of  new,    fvill-time  professors  interested  in  bringing 
a  then  woefully  inadequate  collection  up  to  a  level  >vhich  ^vould  better  sup- 
port the  needs  of  the  curriculum.

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During  this  period,    the  library  grew  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  1685 
volumes  while  approximately  194  volumes  were  withdrawn  yearly.      Ex- 
penditures for  books,    periodicals  and  binding  averaged  $4,  026  per  year. 
While  the  library  spent  only  an  average  of  $201  more  annually,    it  grew  at 
the  rate  of  500  volumes  per  year  more  in  the  forties  than  in  the  fifties. 
Clearly,    the  rising  cost  of  living  was  another  factor  in  the  library's  slower 
growth  in  the  decade  just  past. 

Though  we  are  inclined  to  be  xmenthusiastic  about  gifts  of  books 
to  the  library,   we  wish  to  cite  excellent  contributions  from  faculty  members, 
from  Dr.    Francis  P.    Kilcoyne  of  Brooklyn  College,    and  from  publishers  of 
the  World  Book  and  Compton's  encyclopedias.      These  are  of  such  a  calibre 
as  to  enhance  the  value  of  our  collection. 
Use  of  the  Library 

Students  borrowed  15,196  volumes  for  home  use,    i.e.    an  average  of 
28.  5  loans  per  student.      This  figure  compares  favorably  both  with  our  past 
performances  and  with  the  national  average  of  all  institutions  though     liberal 
arts  colleges  in  the  North  Central  region  indicate  that  33.  9  loans  per  student 
is  average. 

That  these  statistical  averages  are  not  nearly  as  revealing  as  they 
seeTi  to  be  is  indicated  by  Lester  Asheim  in  his  review  of  thirty  years  of 
research  in  the  University  of  Michigan  publication,    Reading  for  Life.     He 
notes  that  these  research  reports  though  based  on  research  at  different 
points  of  time,    in  different  segments  of  the  academic  year,    in  different 
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schools  and  for  different  levels  within  the  academic  program  invariably 
support  the  findings  of  earlier  research.     Therefore,    if  we  were  to  analyze 
our  own  15,  196  loans,   we  would  probably  find  out  that:    1)  about  15  percent 
of  our  students  do  not  withdraw  a  single  book  in  a  given  year;     2)  about  31 
per  cent  withdraw  less  than  one  book  per  month  and  3)  20  per  cent  or  less 
of  our  student  body  are  responsible  for  50  per  cent  of  our  total  circulation 
of  books. 
Towards  a  New  Building 

During  the  past  year  the  librarians  have  given  much  thought  and 
study  to  the  problems  associated  with  the  discussion  of  the  feasibility  of 
a  new  library.      They  have 

1.  surveyed  the  literature  on  the  subject 

2.  acquired  copies  of  floor  plans  and  descriptions 

3.  purchased  reports  of  library  building  institutes   which  were  not 
already  available  in  our  library 

4.  collected  pictures  of  equipnnent,    etc. 

5.  prepared  a  program  of  our  needs  and  a  checklist  of  items  which, 
if  feasible,    might  be  included  in  the  plans 

6.  studied  the  very  detailed  specifications  which  Mr.    Harry  Dewey,    now 
of  Pratt,    drew  up  for  Drexel  Institute 

7.  examined  floor  plans  and  pictures  from  the  collection  of  Mr.    Jones 
of  Brooklyn  College  which  were  loaned  to  us  through  the  courtesy 
of  Dr.    Francis  Kilcoyne 

8.  visited  libraries  constructed  within  the  last  decade:     Regis,    Lament, 
Medford  Public  Library,    Hartford  Seminary,    St.    Joseph's  College, 
West  Hartford,    which  is  to  be  dedicated  December  6,    Barnard,    and 
the  Paterson  State  College.      In  February,    when  the  librarian  will  be 
serving  on  an  evaluating  team  in  the  area,    it  is  hoped  that  the  new 
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libraries  at  Drexel,    Penn,    La  Salle  and  Villanova  can  be  visited. 
We  have  also  been  invited  to  visit  some  of  the  new  branch 
libraries  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

9.     attended  a  Library  Buildings  Institute  in  Syracuse  sponsored  by  the 
New  York  Library  Association. 

Cooperation 

Thougli  there  is  no  substitute  for  a  strong  college  library,    there  is  a 
limit  to  whc.t  institutions  can  provide.     Heartening  evidences  of  local  co- 
operation developed  during  the  past  year: 

1.  The  publication  of  a  Directory  of  Resources  of  Cooperating  Colleges 
in  Metropolitan  New  York   gives  information  about  the  resources  and  con- 
ditions of  use  of  fifty-nine  academic  libraries  exclusive  of  the  four  year 
city  colleges,    NYU  and  Columbia.     St.    Joseph's  participated  in  this  project. 

2.  The  initiation  of  the  Downtown  Brooklyn  Project,    the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  increase  common  knowledge  of  collections  in  the  ten  institutions  of 
higher  learning  which  are  located  within  a  one  mile  radius  of  each  other 
gives  us  access  to  a  combined  collection  of  425,213  volumes.     Institutions 
included  in  the  project  are:     Brooklyn  College  of   Pharmacy,    Brooklyn  Law 
School,    Long  Island  University,    NYCCC  of  Applied  Arts  and  Sciences, 
Polytechnic  Institute,    Pratt  Institute,    St.    Francis  College,    St.    John's 
University,    St.    John's  College,    and  our  own.     Interlibrary  loans  are 
liberal,    but  no  institution  will  lend  directly  to  students  and  only  the  Brooklyn 
College  of  Pharmacy,    the  Brooklyn  Law  School  and  the  New  York  City  Com- 
munity College  will  lend  directly  to  faculty  members  of  other  institutions. 
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A  sub-project  of  the  Downtown  Brooklyn  Project  is  the  compiling 
of  a  "Union  List  of  Currently  Acquired  Periodicals  in  Downtown  Brooklyn 
Libraries".     As  first  envisioned,    a  list  of  3,  000  magazines  was  anticipated; 
however,    the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  is  also  participating,    so  that  when 
the  list  is  distributed  the  location  of  10,  000  titles  will  be  known.      In  the 
meantime,    participating  libraries  can  locate  a  title  immediately  by  tele- 
phoning the  office  of  Mr.    Warren  Haas,    Library  Consultant  for  the 
Council  of  Higher  Educational  Institutions  in  New  York  City  (BArclay 
7-8200;  ext.    279). 

Another  outgrowth  of  this  second  project  is  the  collection  of  special 
lists  of  current  acquisitions  and  special  periodical  lists  from  the  partici- 
pating libraries.     For  example.    Polytechnic  Institute  sent  us  a  65  page 
list  of  periodicals  which  they  receive.      Researchers  in  our  chemistry 
department  consulted  the  list  and  used  the  facilities  of  P.  I.    during  the 
summer. 

The  above  projects  together  with  the  well-known  Union  List  of 
Serials  and  a  mimeographed  list  of  Catholic  periodicals  available  in  30 
metropolitan  Catholic  College  Libraries  which  I  compiled  for  the  MCCLU 
strengthen  our  own  collection  greatly.      To  make  these  listings  more  useful 
the  college  library  subscribes  to  a  variety  of  indexes  and  abstracting 
services. 

3.     A  proposal  which  Mr.    Haas  made  to  college  presidents  recently 
would  also  help  us.     He  proposed  the  establishment  of  five  active  academic 


libraries  in  New  York,    each  with  a  collection  of  200,  000  volumes  and  750 
periodical  subscriptions,    available  to  all  mennbers  of  the  Council  of  Higher 
Educational  Institutions  in  New  York  City. 
Extra-library  and  Professional  Activities 

The  challenge  of  the  sixties  began  for  the  library  staff  before  the 
decade  of  the  fifties  had  drawn  to  a  close. 

1.  Extra-library:     The  staff  served  on  many  more  committees  than 
in  the  preceding  decade.

Sister  Mary  Winifred:     Committee  on  Guidance;     Student  Recom- 
mendation for  H.  S.    Teaching;     Curriculum;     Coordination  Com- 
mittee for  Self-evaluation;    Subcommittee  on  Self-evaluation  of 
the  Library;     Subcommittee  on  Self-evaluation  of  the  Administra- 
tion.    Sister  was  also  Co- Chairman  of  the  Alumnae  Retreat  and 
Communion  Breakfast  and  Faculty  Speaker  at  Class  Day 
Exercises. 

2.  Professional 

Sister  Mary  Winifred:     Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Catholic 
College  Librarians  Unit  of  the  C.  L.  A.  ;  Co-Chairman  of  the  Local 
Arrangements  Committee  of  the  Catholic  Library  Associations' 
36th  Annual  National  Conference;     Chairman  of  Promotion  and 
Publicity  for  the  Convention. 

Sisters  Clare  Imelda  and  Saint  Maurice  made  a  notable  contribu- 
tion to  the  national  convention  by  editing  and  publishing  a  daily 
news  bulletin  which  was  eagerly  sought  by  delegates  and  exhibitors 
alike  for  themselves  and  the   'folks  back  home'.     Students  of  St. 
Joseph's  volunteered  their  services  before  and  during  the 
convention. 
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STUDENT  PERSONNEL 

The  Office  of  Student  Personnel,    located  on  the  second  floor  and 
readily  accessible  to  students,    attempts  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  students 
at  all  times.      The  students  are  made  aware  of  the  function  of  the  service 
through  a  description  in  their  catalogue,    through  referrals,    through  inter- 
views scheduled  by  the  director  or  members  of  the  Faculty  Counseling 
Committee  as  well  as  through  Freshman  Orientation. 

This  office  attempts  to  provide  the  following  services: 

1.  Every  member  of  the  freshman  class  has  a  scheduled  interview 
with  the  director  of  Student  Personnel  Services  at  which  time 
every  attempt  is  made  to  advise  and  provide  information  about 
plans  of  study,    extra  and  co-curricular  activities,    and  vocational 
information.     At  this  time  an  evaluation  is  nnade  of  previous 
achievement  and  scholastic  aptitude  as  revealed  by  the  College 
Board  Test  and  the  Freshman  Testing  Program.      This  is  an  at- 
tempt to  aid  the  student  in  setting  realistic  goals. 

2.  Each  mennber  of  the  freshman  class  is  assigned,    through  this 
office,    to  a  nnember  of  the  Faculty  Counseling  Committee,    of 
which  there  are  sixteen  members.     Once  or  twice  during  the  year 
interviews  are  arranged  by  the  counselor.      Here  the  students 
become  aware  of  the  willingness  and  resourcefulness  of  the 
faculty  counselors.     At  the  end  of  the  freshman  year,    each 
student  comes  under  the  direction  of  the  chairman  of  her  major 
department.     The  students  continue  at  the  same  time  to  have 
ample  opportunity  for  consultation  with  any  or  all  members  of 
the  faculty. 

3.  The  Office  of  Student  Personnel  keeps  a  file  of  information  on 
graduate  study  as  well  as  information  regarding  fellowships  and 
scholarships  available  at  this  level. 

4.  The  office  nnaintains  a  placement  service.      This  seeks  to  advise 
students  about  employment  opportunities.      Through  this  service 
many  contacts  are  made  for  part-time  jobs,    and  contacts  are 
made  for  summer  and  full-time  employment  whenever  possible. 

5.  The  office  serves  the  students  and  the  community  through  a  tutor- 
ing service.     Contact  is  made  between  parents  and  perspective 
tutors.     Many  commendations  are  made  in  regard  to  the  work  done 
by  students  in  this  area. 
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6.  Each   year  there  is  held  early  in  the  spring  term  a  Career  Day 
Program  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend.      The  program 
is  planned  through  consultation  with  the  Academic  Dean,    the  student 
chairman  for  the  day,    and  the  Director  of  the  office.     Suggestions 
for  inclusion  are  sought  from  both  faculty  members  and  students. 

7.  Files  are  kept  up  to  date  in  the  office  in  regard  to  the  background 
of  the  student  and  her  academic  achievement. 

8.  A  bulletin  board  devoted  to  personnel  notices  is  located  near  the 
student  Recreation  Room.      Here  one  may  find  announcements  of 
current  career  opportunities,    city,    state,    and  Board  of  Education 
announcements,    openings  for  part-time  placement  and  tutoring 
opportunities. 

9.  Interest  and  aptitude  tests  are  given  upon  request,    but  this  service 
could  be  greatly  enlarged. 

10.  Many  students  seek  interviews  and  information  and  are  given  as 
much  time  as  possible.     The  Director  is  in  the  office  from  8:45  - 
4:45  daily  (with  the  exception  of  Wednesdays  when  she  is  avail- 
able until  six)  unless  otherwise  engaged  in  teaching  or  observa- 
tion as  a  member  of  the  Education  Department. 

11.  Student  surveys  are  occasionally  made,    e.g.    a  recent  survey  on 
summer  and  part-time  work  experience. 

12.  Requests  from  the  Alumnae  are  heeded  whenever  possible. 
Thus  it  is  that  the  Office  of  Student  Personnel  attempts  to  serve 

the  needs  of  the  students.      It  actually  represents  but  one  of  the  many  ser- 
vices offered  for  student  development  at  Saint  Joseph's  College  for  Women. 


STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 
The  Student  Council  initiated  the  extracurricular  life  of  the  fall 
term  with  a  particularly  well-planned  orientation  program  for  the  fresh- 
men.    Introducing  people  and  activities  through  student  publications  such  as 
New  Faces  and  Club  Plugs,    and  using  a  series  of  faculty- student  panels  on 
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the  liberal  arts,    student  attitudes,    and  club  activities  to  introduce  ideas, 
upperclassmen  acted  as  discussion  leaders  for  small  groups  of  freshmen 
who  participated  in  "Buzz  Sessions"  considering  related  topics.      The 
Junior-Freshman  tea  on  the  campus,   with  a  number  of  Freshman  mothers 
attending,    and  a  Communion  Breakfast  following  the  Mass  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  completed  the  three  days  of  introduction  to  student  life  at  St.    Joseph's. 

On  Founder's  Day  the  undergraduates  celebrated  the  fortieth  an- 
niversary of  student  government  in  conjunction  with  the  first  lecture  of 
the  Class  of  '60  Lecture  Series.     Dr.    Miriam  Rooney,    Dean  of  the  School 
of  Law  of  Seton  Hall  University,   was  the  Guest  Lecturer,    and  the  Under- 
graduate President,    Miss  Sally  McGovern,    paid  tribute  to  Monsignor 
William  T.    Dillon,    founding  father  of  the  Undergraduate  Association. 
His  Excellency,    the  Most  Reverend  Bryan  J.    McEntegart,    presided. 

The  Student  Council  identified  themselves  with  the  objective  of 
student  involvement  in  extra-college  affairs  on  the  national  and  inter- 
national level,    at  least  in  terms  of  awareness.     In  keeping  with  this  theme, 
a  straw  vote  for  the  national  election  was  conducted  by  the  students  on 
the  Friday  before  Election  Day.      The  national  topic  of  the  National 
Federation  of  Catholic  College  Students  for  this  academic  year  is 
pluralism  and  its  implications  in  our  society;  it  has  stimulated  the  interest 
of  both  faculty  and  students  who  have  agreed  to  participate  in  discussion 
groups,   presently  in  the  organizational  stage.      The  International  Rela- 
tions Club's  program  for  the  year,    a  study  of  Africa,    incorporates  a 
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consideration  of  a  tinnely  topic  further  broadening  the  view. 

Co-curricular  clubs  conducted  some  valuable  activities  for  their 
own  membership  and  sponsored  speakers  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  stu- 
dent body.      For  example,  the  Spanish  Club  gave  the  college  community  an 
opportunity  to  celebrate  Pan-American  Day  by  listening  to  the  skillful 
pianist,    Sergio  Pena,   playing  Latin  American  compositions.     Dr.    Roy  F. 
Nichols,    Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  invited  to  speak  on  "The  Civil  War  -  One  Hundred  Years  Later". 
The  Science  Club,    Math  Club,    and  Child  Study  Clubs  also  invited  com- 
petent speakers  from  amongst  our  Alumnae  and  others.     Dramatics  held 
two  campus  workshops  in  addition  to  the  two  major  performances.      The 
Athletic  Association  carried  on  its  varied  program  with  success.     In 
addition  to  a  splendid  and  informative  workshop  presented  by  the  Modern 
Dance  Club  at  the  College,    off-campus  recitals  were  offered  at  Molloy 
College,    Brentwood  and  Duchesne  Academies.      The  College  Glee  Club 
hosted  Seton  Hall  Glee  Club  for  a  concert  which  was  followed  by  an 
informal  dance.     Participation  in  the  Missa  Cantata  offered  each  First 
Friday  has  been  greatly  enriched  by  the  dedicated  service  of  the  Choir. 

In  extra-mural  affairs  the  students  participated  in  the  regional 
activities  of  the  NFCCS,  attending  its  regional  congress  to  hear  a  discus- 
sion of  American  pluralism  by  Father  Gustave  Weigel,    S.J.      They  also 
sent  delegates  to  the  national  conventions  of  both  NFCCS  and  NSA.      Three 
students  and  one  faculty  member  accepted  an  invitation  to  a  meeting  at 
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Colximbia  University  on  "The  Role  of  the  College  Student  in  the  Urban  Com- 
munity".    Foreign  students  were  invited  to  the  campus  on  several  occasions. 
A  number  of  the  students  have  acted  as  guides  for  foreign  students  in  the 
metropolitan  area. 

Among  the  activities  in  which  the  members  of  the  Social  Service 
Club  participate  are  the  following: 

1.  Release  time  classes  in  parishes,  e.  g.  St.  Edmund's  and  St. 
Michael's. 

2.  Visiting  patients  at  Cumberland  Hospital  on  Sunday  mornings. 

3.  A  group  of  Juniors  help  the  adnninistration  at  St.    Joseph's  Hall 
for  grammar  and  high  school  girls. 

4.  Arranging  outings  for  children  on  holidays. 

5.  A  Glee  Club  for  entertaining  at  agencies  and  institutions. 

6.  Weekly  afternoon  programs  at  the  Dr.    White  Settlement,    doing 
sewing,    story-telling.    Girl  Scout  work,    tutoring. 

7.  The  annual  drive  in  the  College  for  Christmas  gifts  of  food, 
clothing,    toys,    for  poor  families,    as  well  as  home  visits  to  said 
families. 

8.  Jeanne  Valois  group  for  handicapped  are  a  student  branch  of 
Social  Service.  A  number  of  College  girls  give  religious  in- 
struction to  these  children  at  the  College. 

In  order  to  make  all  aspects  of  student  life,    academic  and  non- 
academic,    more  effective  and  more  productive,    both  students  and  faculty 
are  committed  to  the  vitalizing  of  faculty-student  rapport.      This  effort 
has  been  directed  this  fall  towards  the  formation  of  faculty- student  discus- 
sion groups  to  consider  problenns  and  topics  of  mutual  interest  with  the 
College. 

COLLEGE  RELATIONS 
A  questionnaire  presented  to  the  freshmen  at  the  College  of  St. 
Elizabeth  revealed  that  among  eleven  factors  listed  as  influences  determining 
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their  choice  of  college  a  visit  to  the  college  was  ranked  first  by  a  very- 
high  proportion  of  the  students.      St.    Joseph's  has  been  aware  of  the 
significance  of  such  visits  and  has  accordingly  arranged  for  two  receptions, 
one  for  Juniors  in  April  and  one  in  November  for  Seniors.      In  addition 
approximately  6  50  high  school  students  and  faculty  niembers  attended 
the  Leo  Honor  Society  Convention  which  was  addressed  by  Reverend  John 
La  Farge,    S.  J. 

As  a  further  means  of  interesting  high  school  students  in  a 
Catholic  college  education,    round-table  discussions  were  held  in  many  of 
the  high  schools.      Frequently  alumnae  members  of  the  high  school  were 
the  participants.      By  invitation  a  number  of  the  students  were  speakers 
at  General  Assembly  programs  in  the  high  schools.      One  of  the  students 
spoke  on  Catholic  Scholarship  to  the  students  of  St.    Angela  Hall  on  the 
occasion  of  induction  into  the  Leo  Honor  Society. 

During  the  past  year  about  150  news  releases  were  sent  to  the  press. 
These  resulted  in  about  600  news  items  in  newspapers  and  magazines,    in- 
cluding almost  150  picture  stories.      The  Christmas  issue  of  the  Sunday 
News  is  scheduled  to  carry  a  coloroto  spread  of  the  1959  Desire  of 
Nations  exhibit. 

Many  of  the  miembers  of  the  Faculty  have  addressed  Parent-Teacher 
meetings.    Parish  Societies,    Communion  Breakfasts  and  meetings  of  busi- 
ness and  professional  groups. 

The  priest  members  of  the  Faculty  have  given  service  in  many 
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areas  of  diocesan  activity. 

The  College  has  provided  its  facilities  for  use  by  the  Jeanne 
Valois  Guild,    the  Catholic  Teachers  Association,    the  Social  Action  De- 
partment of  Catholic  Charities,    the  laywomen  teachers  of  the  Catholic 
schools  of  the  diocese,    the  St.    Vincent  de  Paul  Society,    St.    Francis 
College  drannatic  society  and  many  executive  committees  of  various  aca- 
demic groups. 

NEED  OF  INC-REASED  SUPPORT 
The  members  of  the  Administration  and  Faculty  have  made  an 
honest  effort  during  the  past  year  to  assist  and  guide  students  in  their 
research  for  truth  and  goodness. 

The  Administration,   with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
has  endeavored  to  continue  to  improve  the  faculty  salary  structure.      This 
expen  diture  coupled  with  expenses  occasioned  by  general  plant  deprecia- 
tion and  by  essential  repair  and  replacement  costs  resulted  in  a  deficit 
during  the  past  year. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts  the  need  for  increased  financial  support 
is  evident.
